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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an information 
disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) requires a legible 
copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed;

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 9, line 26 
the reference numeral "50" for the coupling should be changed to -52a-..

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 13 and 14 are indefinite because they depend from cancelled claim 2. Correction 
is required. For purposes of examination, claims 13 and 14 have been assumed to be dependent 
from claim 12. 

Claims 15 and 16 are indefinite because they depend from cancelled claim 2. Correction 
is required. For purposes of examination, claims 15 and 16 have been assumed to be dependent 
from claim 14. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1, 12-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the 
pre-grant publication to Buytaert et al. (US 2004/0079533). Buytaert et al. discloses a method 
for installing one or more control lines to the outside of a pipe string. It includes attaching a 
control line to a first point at the outside of a length of pipe and selecting a second attachment 
point on the length of pipe where the control line is to be attached to the outside of the length of 
pipe. The length of pipe is lowered and the attached control line through an opening in the floor 
of a rig until the first and second attachment points are below the floor. The slips/pipe support 
are then raised which brings the attachment point for the control lines above the floor opening so 
that the lines may be attached. The lines are attached and the process is repeated. When a new 
pip is added it is done above the slip area. The slips/pipe supports are raised by hydraulic 
cylinders, which are broadly read as being elevators as well. The cylinders are attached to the rig 
floor. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
